Tons of It Destroyed Monthly in 
the Metropolis. 

It appears from the monthly re¬ 
port of the medical officer of health 
for tho city of London, England, 
that in the four weeks dealt with no 
less than 810 tons of meat were con¬ 
demned as unfit for human food, of 
which 145 tons were imported frozen 
produce. Of tho whole, 803 ton* are 
described as "putrid." The total 
number of seizures made was 8,400, 
and In more than 1,000 cases sales¬ 
men were tho first to call attention 
to the quality of the food. Other 
produce intended for human con¬ 
sumption, but seized and condemned • 
during the four weeks, included:— |

On one duy tho inspectors seized

Appeal to King to Use 
Influence Against It. 

A striking sermon on "The Sin of I utoi 
Hazard," was delivered a few Sun¬ 
days ago at tho City Temple, Lon¬ 
don, England, by the * Rev. R. J• 
Campbell. 

The preacher spoke of the unhealthy 
desire to gamble which too often ac¬ 
companied our national sports and 
even our indoor pastimes. The sin 
of hazard was. in his opinion, ono of 
the most outstanding of our nation¬ 
al vices, and one which every serious- 
minded patriot must feel was a 
menace to tho well-being of the com¬ 
munity and to our Imporlal destiny. 

The gambling evil had penetrated to 
the highest grades of our social life, 
to our commercial life, and to our 
sports, but the most regrettable fea¬ 
ture of all wus tho way in which 
the desire for gambling bad spread 
to the lower classes, among whom 
the "copper book-maker" and the 
small moneylender had firmly cstab- 
Iished themselves. 

With regard to gambling in society, l 
Mr. Campbell could only sa> that if 
half the stories which were told | 
about the sums of money lost and won j 
at "bridge" among the upper classes 
were true, they formed a very evil 
portent for tho furure of the race. It 
was only fair to say that there was 
to-day a healthier feeling among the 
highest grades of society than exist¬ 
ed in the eighteenth century, for in¬ 
stance, when statesmen of the high¬ 
est rank gambled away their entire 
fortune. Still, it was to the upper 
classes of society that the country 
naturally looked for an example, and 
It was to be regretted thut tho sin 
of hazard was manifested in so 
marked u manner in connection with 
the game of "brideo."

‘Will your l.orships allow your secre¬ 
tary to take a seat ut the table?' the 
oflicial then asks. Again they bow, 
and the Financial Secretary sits 
down. The; then disappear, and the 
department sees them no more. 

“What then, do the Junior Lords 
of the Treasury do for their salary 
of £ 1,000 u year each? Their du-; 
ties., according to un amusing defini-j 
lion once given by Canning, are. al - 1 
ways to be at St. Stephen's, to keep j 
a House, to cheer the Ministers. They 
are. in fact, the assistant Whips of 
the party in office." 

Other offices to which there are no 
duties attached arc those of Lord 
Piesident ofthe Council, Lord Privy' 
Seal, and Chancellor of the Duchy! 
of Lancaster. The fortunate holders 
of these sinecures receive £2,000 a 
year each for doing nothing 

The best paid posts under Govern-j 
metfl are held by lawyers. The Lord, 
Chancellor receives £10,000 a year.

£0,000; und both receive, in addi-j 
tion, high fees for cases they conduct 1 
on behalf of the Crown jn the Law i 
CYurts.

Parson* who watch with 
great latentnaaa every change occurr- 
ing in thair physical state and mag¬ 
nify every little deviation from the 
normal condition into a symptom of 
serious disease are often annoyed and 
alarmed by the presence of spots be¬ 
fore the eyes. 

They are sure the motes are of dire 
import, presaging weakened vision, i 
U not total blindness. They are 
constantly looking for them; the last 
thing before going to bed is to look 
at the light and the first thing on 
waking in the morning is to look 
toward the window to see if the 
specks are still dancing in the eye. 
They are, of course, for almost every 
on.i can see them if he will look for 
them. The reason why we do not 
always see them is because we have 
learned to ignore them while looking 
i at the more beautiful things in the 
| world. 

The spots may be black dots or 
ring-shaped, with a light center, 
looking like minute bubbles. They 
are few or many, single or collected 
together In larger or smaller groups 
or strung out in long, wavy lines. 
They move about irregularly, some¬ 
times rapidly, sometimes with a slow 
solemn sort of progression. They are 
apt to be 6 een more clearly or more 
persistently when the person is not 
well—when he is “bilious,’’ but they 
have no significance whatever. They 
are simply the shadows cast upon 
the retina by wandering colls in the 
humors of the eyeball 

If they are seen in large numbers 
so as to cause great annoyance, a 
dose of salts will often alter the 
patient’s bilious state so that he will 
become more cheerful and in condi¬ 
tion to ignore the motes in his eve. 
The beam, we are told, he will Ag¬ 
in ore anyway. 

J Sometimes these specks are due to 
an optical defect which properly fitt¬ 
ed glasses will remedy. 

Some people are also annoyed by a 
blurring of the sight,—' cobwebs” be¬ 
fore the eyes.—which comes and goes 
irregularly, seldom lasting for any 
length of time, and usuully chased 
1 aw ay by a few vigorous winks or a 
'gentle rubbing of the eyeballs. These 
are simply little collections of mucus 
due to a mild catarrhal condition of 
the conjuctiva. 

The remedy is to fill a small glass

ESCAPE FROM PORTLAND 

X08T DREADED OF ENGLISH 
PRISONS. 

Unsuccessful Attempt* to Gst 
Away From This Psnal 
Institution. 

“Escape from Portland! You 
could as easily flog back the flood¬ 
ing tide." 

The old, graybearded ex-warder 
shrugged his still broad shoulders 
contemptuously. “The man who 
can get clear away from Portland 
haan:t yet been born,” he added. 

And so it would seem to the most 
unobserving visitors, says the Lon¬ 
don Express. There is no point of 
vantage upon which a warder, with 
guir loaded und cocked, is not sta¬ 
tioned; there is no single prisoner 
upon whom is not centred the steel- 
hued glitter of a score of jealous, 
untiring official eyes. The favored 
convict who is privileged to enter an 
ofllcer’s house, there to execute some 
necessary repairs in masonry or 
woodwork, carries out his task with 
an armed warder standing at his el¬ 
bow. 

Should a prisoner, wearied to des¬ 
peration by the unending round of 
unwilling service and longing to 
break the silence to which he is con¬ 
demned, make a bid for freedom, the 
black flag is hauled mast high and 
tho boom of cannon rolls down from 
the heights to the town below. The 
connections between tho Verne Bar¬ 
racks and the prison—telegraphic 
and telephonic—are utilized so that 
a cordon of soldiers is at once 
drawn around tho island. Warders, 
soldiers, townsfolk are at once on 
the alert, and the chase, in which 
the wretched human quarry has no 
ghost of a chance, begins, and is 
sustained until the too daring con¬ 
vict is again 

WITHIN rRISON WALLS. 

“It is the wholesome dread of 
punishment that accounts for the 
few attempts that are made to 
escape." said the ex-warder already 
referred to. No legal quibble can 
pull the culprit out of his t rouble - 

“Lighter diet is one of the penal¬ 
ties of his offense, and that is no 
mean thing in this appetite reviving 
locality.

, and a half years, Nebuchadnezzar 
again took Jerusalem, captured tho 
fleeing king, bltndod him, and sent 
him in chains to Babylon. The tom- 
ple, the royal palace, and all of l ho 
finest buildingH in the city were burn- 
, ed. Tho walls of the city were in a 
large part torn down, and some 
Seventy or more of the higher officers 
and nobility were executed. Others 
of tho remaining inhabitants sulfciod 
exile, and only u small remnant of 
tho poorer clusses were left in the 
city. Instead of a king a governor 
was appointed, (Jehnliah. a trusted 
friend of Jeremiah, who nmac his 
headquarters not at Jerusalem, but 
at Mizpah. Finally Oedaliah was 
murdered by a revengeful prince • f 
tho house of David, but the usurpers, 
fearing the revenge of the Babylon¬ 
ians fled into Egypt. Tho aged Jere¬ 
miah was against his will taken with 
this party.

for the National Assembly the Czar 
has finally decided to summon. Mr. 
Marsden, who was evidently present 
during the three days’ session of the 
I Congress, which he described as Rus¬ 
sia’s “first Parliament, a parliament 
in every sense of the word,” says the 
congress was a marked success in all 
1 essential features, the noticeable lack 
being an ignorance as to the roufine 
and discipline necessary in such a 
gathering, whose discussions were of 
the gravest import. Tnis was due 
largely to the inexperience of the dele¬ 
gates in regard to meetings other than 
t'»ose of the Zemstvos or the town 
Councils. “However, they fullfilled 
admirably,” the writer says, “the first 
duty of a Parliament ; they nave talk- 
, ed and discussed, parleyed and played 
with great questions of statecraft and 
administration in a way calculated to 
to rouse the instincts of freedom and 
good government in every Russian 
breast.” 

English precedents and practice, 
even Euglifh phrases and words used 
in party politics, were quoted by many 
of tJit) speakers, ai.d, with this fact as 
a l.ii*»i , Mr. Marsden dwells a little on 
the wondciful change of thought that 
is permeating Russia, for centuries the 
champion of despotic government, with 
“those principles of freedom for which 
England and tier neighbor Prance have 
over stood against the world at large 
and Russia in particular.” The suc¬ 
cess of the congress as outlined in the 
aieticle quoted, combined with the 
more ncent fact that the Czar has ap¬ 
proval of a constitution, very limited, 
it i* trui*. and a National Assembly, 
though with greatly restricted powers 
lead to the conclusion that a notable 
advance has been made in securing 
constitutional liberty for the Russian 
people. Probably the country is not 
V* t ready tor a greater step, but, as in 
the na.se of the British Parliara?nt, sc 
eventually will the Russian National 
Assembly hr come the instrument for 
the carryii g c l of the will of the 
f the people. The \ery fact that the 
Czar and the Grand Ducal ring have 
felt impelled to grant even the sem¬ 
blance of popular government is a 
oug step forward.

, rigs for the conveyance of voters, make 
< up the bulk of accusations against 
both. 

Preston changes that 26 men, whose 
uame* have a decidedly foreign sound 
voted in spite of the fact that they 
were not British subjeots. He alleges 
that three men —Jack Ely, Leo Bolduc 
and J. E. Harks—voted without cer- 
tidc&ter, that P. Musgrave received 
money, and that Alonxa Sutherland 
and Berkeley Bays were promised 
tavern licensees, and afterward receiv¬ 
ed money. He asserts that Thi 
Chambers was promised a road gran 
in consideration for his vote and influ 
ence. He swears thet Joseph J Hart 
in distributed liquor at Sutherland’s 
boarding house before the election and 
that Alex McFadden was furnished 
ith liquor and money to influence 
votes. 

Then Preston gets after several Lib¬ 
eral workers, and swears that Dr. 
Campbell and , M. J. Kenny of Fort 
William went to Sutherland's board 
iDg-bouse and money and liquor there 
to influence voters to matk their ballots 
for Kennedy. 

A long list of minor charges follow 
Against the Conservatives. 

Kennedy’s charges against his- 
opponent are just as long, hut lie 
goes out of the ordinary by alloging 
that an agreement existed botween 
Preston and the lumber company, of 
whioh he was was manager, to the 
effect that the company was to give 
the candidate money for his campaign 
and afterwards reap his reward in 
timber limits when the Conservatives 
got into power.

Tho statement that the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific, the Grand Trunk Pacific and the 
Canadian Northern will spend $260,OdO,- 
000 within a very few years, canoes 
amazement In railroad circles, outside 
of Canada, says The Calvary Herald. 
In fact, the current contracts in Cans** 
dian railway construction are taken to 
bear out the estimate. 

Projects under construction or con¬ 
tract in Canada are tremendoua The 
Grand Trunk Pacific has not let west- 
ern contracts. The Lake Superior 
branch, 220 miles, is to be pushed Im¬ 
mediately. It will cost about $6,600,- 
000 The eastern section, 1,800 miles of 
main line, ha* completed preliminary 
surveys and found a 4.10 per cent, 
grade. Contracts are expected shortly. 
This division will cost about $60,000,- 
000 cash. It and the Lake Superior 
division may be completed in 1908. 

Tho western section, 1,700 miles, is 
to be about 1,000 miles, prairie road, 
costing about $20,000 a mile, or $20,- 
000.000, and 700 miles of mountain road 
to cost about $26,000,000. The contracts 
for this division will probably be let 
In September. The road is to be com¬ 
pleted within five years. 

This whole project, involving over 
8,500 miles of main line, is put in the 
estimate at $100,000,000. The figure Is 
When all projected branches are 
It the figure will probably total half 
as much again. Construction estimates 
of fhc kind are purely arbitrary of 
course* and the net cost Is nearly al¬ 
ways underestimated. 

The Canadian Pacific Is set down for 
an expenditure of $100,000,000. This 
looks high The Canadian Pacific has 
only branch lines to build. At the 
moment, the contracts for the Toronto- 
Sudbury line are let, the cost to bo 
$9,000,000. The line parallels a Grand 
Trunk division. A similar line to paral¬ 
lel the Midland Is projected, to cost 
about $.',000,000. Another Ontario line 
Is building from Guelph to Goderich, 
SO miles, to cost about $2,000,000. 

These lines, entailing over $15,000.- 
000 cash, strike directly at th>* Grand 
Trunk In Its province. How many 
other Grand Trunk divisions are to be 
paralleled no one cun say. The On¬ 
tario business Is good These two lat- 
ter lines ruich good lake ports. The 
whole Canadian Pacific onturlo system 
l .* a p*»rt-to-tlde-wut»r system. The ob 
J”«'. Is lo gather lake traffic to the port 
of Montreal.

Dr. Andrew Wilson speaks of that 
huge extinct reptile, the diplodocus, 
whoso bones Andrew Carnegie present¬ 
'd to the South Kensington museum In 
Loudou us a "dragon.” “If we coukl 
imagine it restored,” says Dr. Wilson, 
"we should be tempted to lmagiue thut 
the dragon legends of old had some 
foundatfon In fact. As a rule, these 
?reutures—dinosaurs, as they are called 
- were huge, bulky animals. Mr. Car¬ 
negie’s specimen has been estimated to 
have possessed a length In life of 
about seventy feet. The diplodocus, 
with regard to its personal character¬ 
istics, appears to have possessed a 
head of very moderate size indeed, 
considered relatively to the animal’s 
hulk. Its Jaws ure weak, and its teeth 
are liomc by the front of the Jaws 
only. That it feel on soft vegetable 
matter would therefore api>ear to be au 
inference fairly warranted by the 
facts, yet, like the vegetarian elephant, 
it may have been capable of fierce on¬ 
slaughts enough In Its day. To feed 
911 plunts Is not always eommeusurate 
with mildness of temper, as every vic¬ 
ious horse testifies. We may further 
believe that the diplodocus, if not a 
•iWlmmer, at least hud aquatic habits.

Making Marbles. 

Germany maintains a monopoly of 
making stone marbles in spite of vari¬ 
ous efforts made to wrest the trade 
away. In the marble and agate quur- 
rics there are Innumerable chips and 
bits of stone from the butting of the 
lurge blocks, and this refuse Is broken 
into cubes about the size of a marble. 
An experienced worker produces these 
cubes of stone ut au Incredible speed 
and with remarkable uniformity. When 
■bout a bushel ure ready they ure 
dropped between a grooved bedstone 
aud a revolving runner. Water is kept 
constantly supplied, and in half an 
hour the stones arc turned out perfect 
spheres. With abundant water power 
tliu cost Is slight, as a couple of men 
can keep a dozen stones supplied and 
the raw material costs nothing at all. 
In other countries the cost of preparing 
the blanks cuts up the profits, and com¬ 
petition with the German made prod¬ 
uct is impossible.

LIFTS IMMENSE WEIGHTS 

GREAT POWER OP THE NEW 
MAGNETIC CRANE. 

Mechanism Employed at Iron 
Work* — Useful for Crack 
ing Skulls. 

Electricity, which in these days 
lakes the place of so many pairs 
of hands, is performing magic by 
meuns of lifting magnets at the 
great iron and steel works. Tons 
of metal are lifted up and dropped 
again as from some flying carpet by 
the turn of a switch. 

The latest use to which the giant 
magnet has been put is in the hand¬ 
ling of castings, hcaky bars and 
pigs of crude metal. These metallic 
masses were formerly shifted by hand 
was often required to unload a con¬ 
signment. Now one man operating a 
;rane which carries a magnet lifts 
the contents of a car with a few 
passes of a magnet with as much 
?a«e as a schoolboy would take up 
iron filings with the familiar horse¬ 
shoe.

MAKING SURE OF DEATH. 

Solution Injected Into Tissues 
Colors Body if Dead. 

Those who sudor from the fear of 
premature burial will be interested 
to hear of a new method for ascer¬ 
taining whether life is extinct. 

The agent used is fluorescino in so¬ 
lution, which is injected deep into 
tlu* tissues of the supposed corpse 
In the event of circulation having 
reased, the skin and mucous mcm- 
brano become very yellow and the 
eye* assume the color of emeralds. 
If death has not taken place the in¬ 
jected fluid causes no harm and no 
discoloration takes place. 

“I do not consider such a test, 
itself, sufficiently reliable." said Mr. 
II W. Ik*nton-1 nghani, secretary of 
the London Association for the Pre¬ 
vention of Premature Burial, when 
interviewed on the subject. “There 
is always a chance that the test 
might fail occasionally, and in such 
a serious matter as the risk of pro 
mature burial one should chance 
nothing. 

“The only really infallible test of 
death which has been discovered so 
far is the presence of decomposition.

Encouraging: lenlti Have 
Obtained With Various 
Grains. 

The wheat harveet has been com¬ 
pleted at the Ontario Agricultural 
College. The weather conditions of 
the past year have been favorable 
throughout Ontario for the success¬ 
ful growth of most of the autumn- 
jsown crops. The brief report here 
| presented gives some of the principal 
results of experiments conducted at 
the Agricultural College and 
throughout the province of Ontario. 

Sixty-one varieties of winter wheat 
were grown in the experimental de¬ 
partment during the past year. Tho 
five highest leading kinds were of 
the Dawson’s Golden Chaff class, 

[ having beardless heads, red chaff and 
. white grain. The yields In bushels 
! of grain per acre of these varieties 
j were as follows: Abundance, 62.7; 

I No. 6 White, 61.; Superlative, 60.1; 
Dawson’s Golden Chaff, Ameri¬ 

can Wonder, 68.7. ’In weight of 
grain per measured bushel, all Hie 
five varieties went over the stand¬ 
ard of 60 lbs., the Dawson's Golden 
Chaff and the Abundance reaching 
61* lbs.\ These varieties are all 
softer in the grain, but yiuld more 
i bushels pcAacre than such sorts us 
Tasmania nil, No. 6 Red. Turkey 
Red, Crimoan'Red and Buda Pesth. 
Those varieties of Red wheat whleh 
gave the highest yields of grain in 
the past yoar were as follows: Im¬ 
perial Ambor, 68.2 bush.. Auburn, 

67.6 bush.; Genesee Reliable, 67.1 
[bush.; Early Ontario, 56.8 bush, and 
'Prosperity, 63.9 bush, per acre. The 
1 average yield of grain per acre in 
1 1905 was 56.7 bushels for »ho eigh¬ 
teen varieties of white wheat and 

51.7 bushols for the forty-three va¬ 
rieties of Red wheat. Generally 
speaking, the white wheats yield 
more grain per acre, possess strong- 

1 er straw, weigh a little less per 
measured bushol and are slightly 
softer in the grain than the red va- 
I rieties. 

| Within the past few years, efforts 
| have been made to Improve both tho 
quality and tho yiold of grain of 
some of the best varieties of Winter 
wheat by means of systematic se¬ 
lection and by 

! CROSS fertilization. 

; There were forty-one now strains of 
Winter wheat grown at the Collego 
| this year as a direct result of the 
work in plant selection. Some of 
these are very promising. Of twelve 
'new strains of Dawson’s Golden 
Chaff, eleven yiolded better than tho 
ordinary variety reported in the 
previous paragraph, and two yield¬ 
ed at tho rate of fully 68 bushels of 
grain per acre. 

; Some of the most interesting crops 
of W'inter wheat grown at the Col¬ 
lege in 1905 were those obtained 
from crosses made between different 
varieties in previous years. Several 
thousand hybrid plants were grown 
'separately and are now being care¬ 
fully examined, and classified e anU 
the seeds selected for autumn sow¬ 
ing. These hybrids were secured by 
crossing such varieties as Dawson's 
Golden Chaff, Bulgarian. Turkey 
Red, etc. The object in this work 
is to secure new varieties which pos¬ 
sesses the good qualities and elimin¬ 
ate the poor qualities of thc parent 
varieties. The results so far are 
j very encouraging. 

j The results of twelve separate 
tests made at the College show an 
average increase in yield of grain 
per acre of 6.8 bushels from large 
as compared with small seed, of 7.8 
bushels from plump as compared 
with shrunken seed, and of 35.6 
bushels from sound as compared 
with broken seed.

If 
the land is in a good state of culti¬ 
vation it matters but little whether 
the seed is sown broadcast or with 
a tube drill, but if the land is dry 
or lumpy, that which is sown with 
the drill is likely to give the best 
results. The highest yields per acre 
have been obtained from sowing Be¬ 
tween the 26th of August and Ihe 
9th of September. 

The average results for six years 
show a yield of grain per acre of 
60.4 bushels for the Mammoth va¬ 
riety end <or the com- 
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mon variety of winter rye. The re¬ 
turns from winter barley in Ontario 
are uncertain a• sometimes the 
yields are very high and sometimes 
they are very low. The two varie¬ 
ties frown in 1905 gave only 7.3 
and 8.7 bushels per acre. Winter 
oats are a repeated failure at the 
College. The Hairy of Winter 
vetches produced an average yield 
of 10.3 tons of green crop per acre 
in the experiments for four years and 
7.6 bushels of seed per acre in the 
tests for five years. 

In the co-operative experiments 
conducted throughout Ontario in 
1906 under the direction of the Ex¬ 
perimental Union, the varieties of 
winter wheat gave the following 
av^age yields in bushels of grain 
per acre: Dawson's Golden Chaff, 

28.3, Imperial Amber, 22.2, Michi¬ 
gan Amber, 21.7, Buda Festh, 21.1; 
Turkey R*d. 20.1 and Banatka, 

19.4. Winter rye gave an average 
yield of 24 bushels per acre. The 
winter barley was badly winter kill¬ 
ed throughout the Province. Hairy 
vetches and winter rye gave 8.1 and 
7.6 tons of green fodder per acre 
respectively.

ANGLO-JAPANESE TREATY. 

Broader in Scope in Some Re¬ 
spects Than L&st. 

A London desputch says: 'i*hc as¬ 
sociated Press has good reason for 
stating that a new Auglo-Japuucse 
treaty of alliance has been signed.

The new treaty la broader iu scope 
in some respects than the former 
treaty, notably where it includes the 
recognition by Great Britain of a 
Japanese protectorate over Corea, 
and on other points which it wus 
not necessary to include in the old 
treaty. 

In some respects the new treaty 
contains limitations us compared 
•with the old treaty. For 
j instance, the latter contained a 
'clause to the effect that in case of 
a combination of two powers 
against Great Britain. Japan would 
be obliged to assist her ally, while 
I the clause in the new treaty only 
requires the assistance of Japan so 
I far as the British colonies in the 
Far East and the Pacific are con¬ 
cerned.

It is difficult to realize that us lute 
as June 20, 1830, so barbarous a pun¬ 
ishment us that of the pillory was still 
Inflicted. One 1’eter James Bosdy stood 
lu the pillory in the Old Bailey on that 
day for perjury and was the last of 
a long line of victims, for it was abol¬ 
ished immediately afterward. Orlgi- 
naliy, like most mediaeval punish¬ 
ment, it was intended more as a dis¬ 
grace than us a bodily discomfort, but 
u crowd that would watch all night to 
glout over a public baugiug in the 
morning naturally did uot spare the 
victims of the pillory, who sometimes 
died from the treatment they received. 
More humuuu was the punishment for 
perjury In 1408, when the offenders 
were merely sentenced to ride from 
Newgate to Coruhill with paper miters 
on their heads. But tftcy knew a thing 
or two in the middle ages, and no 
doubt there was a street boy even In 
1408.—London Chronicle.
